Other books of the 
same type, dealing with life in 
Quebee are Rivard’s “Chez Nous,” 
“The Cure of St. Michel” by Caron, 
“The Wayside Cross” by Waagen, and 
best known and best loved of all, 
Hemon’s perfect little idyll, ‘Maria 
Chapdelaine.” Such books as these 
not only give us delightful pictures of 
French-Canadian life, but should do 
much to create a feeling of under- 
standing and sympathy between the 
two great races of Canada, I should 
like to include with these “The Spell 
of French Canada” by Frank Oliver 
Call, which links up so pleasantly the 
old days in Quebec with the new, 
Perhaps the most famous of the 
books describing pioneer life in Upper 
Canada are Mrs. Moody’s “Roughing 
it in the Bush,” and Mrs, Jameson's 
“Winter Studies and Summer 
Rambles in Canada.”’ The latter has 
a wit that is inclined to be caustic, 
but leaves a bright, realistic picture 
of life in Upper Canada in 1887, 
With these two writers should be 
grouped Mrs, Trail whose book 
“Canadian Crusoes” appeared in 1882, 
was reprinted later as “Lost in the 
Backwoods” and has recently ap- 
peared again in a new edition under 
the original title.

BE VERY ACCURATE 
—_—o— 

OTTAWA—The lithographing of 
maps is a craft requiring great exact- 
itude and lithographers have many 
tronbles, Not the !<ast of these is 
with paper that sluiniks or expands 
though ever so slightly under varying 
weather conditions 

In Britain’s African co’cry of Gold 
Const all colour printing for maps has 
io cease ‘during January when the 
barmattan blows, ‘The dry wind fol- 
lowicg rapidly on humid conditions 
causes a change in the paper of as 
wuc) as a quarter of an inch in a 
sheel two feet square This makes 
it impossible to secure registration of 
the colours in their precise places on 
the map. Map-making in Canada is 
subject to the same difficulties but in 
a lesser degree, 

Paper used in imap-making is of a 
superior kind specially made for the 
purpose Most of the paper used for 
general purposes are too porous and 
too susceptible to damp for high class 
map work. Even when plaster of 
Paris and other fillers are used on 
them, they are still subjec¢ to such 
great changes in dimensions as to be 
of little use for lithographing maps. 
The map bond paper used for the maps 
of the Topographical Survey, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, is seasoned on 
racks before being used, On a damp 
cay in semmer electric heaters are 
turned on to counteract the humidity. 
If the maps are to be printed in a 
number of colours they must be taken 
from the press after each colour has 
been lithographed thereon and re- 
turned to the racks to dry so that 
the next colour will be superposed in 
{ts true relationship to the others, 

Topographical maps must be accu 
rate to an infinitesmal part of an inch 
and many factors influence the result,
